On Saturday, 12/19/70, Mrs. JEAN LOLLIS IflLL, 9402 
Bluff creek, Dallas, Texas (281-2271), a teacher wi'fh the 
Dallas Independent School District, telephomcallyf contacted 
the Dallas Office and rcnuostcd to sj> ;ik with SAC SHANKLIN. 
Upon beinf' ad vi.se cl SAC SIIAKKI.1N was nol readily available 
at the tine, she then staled she asked to sjx’ak personally 
witli him since sIm- had tall'.ed with hirn in the past in 
connection with captioned investigation. She- also advised 
she is acquainted with SA ROBERT P. GEMBKTtLING of the Dallas 
Office, having also spoken witli him in the past concerning 
captioned investigation.

As a matter ol ick-nt. j f icat ion, Mrs. HILL stated 
she was with MAIO MOORMAN watching tin- motorcade 1 1/22/63, 
and witnessed the assassination of President KENNEDY . She 
advised MOORMAN tool: several blacJ: and white Polaroid 
camera shots of various scenes of the motorcade and the 
assn st ina t i on . 



On 12/ , .> / ’7o, Mr-. Hil.l answered the telephone 
and talked with a male- individual, nai.» not obtained, 
who claimed to be a "st nr.;: I i n;; law si mlrut" in California. 
This, individual desired to talk with Hil.l. about her 
observations and "tliinkin;;" concerning the assassination 
of President KENNEDY. if. he talked with tins individual 
for several minutes, thinking he was a young law student 
"writing some kind of pajx-r". 
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■ Subsequently, on multiple ix i asions, an individual 

or individual*;, have at tcuapt oil to contact her by telephone, 
apparently from the State of Cal i forum. On these occasions 
her daughter answered th ■ phone and Ll.o person call in;; 
declined to leave a telephone numlx-r but stated he would 
"call back". 



On the evenin'*, ol 12/18/70, yome individual 
attempted to reach Mr:.. HIM. by telephone on three different 
occasions, but wa; unsuccessful in doing so since she was 
not at home. At approximately 1 : 30 J'M, 12/10/70, she 
answered the telephone and a male i in I i v i (I ua I v/ns on the 
other end o ■ t he ! j n . • . Th i : i nil i v i * I n.i I first stated he was 

the same jjerson who hail lall.e.l to Imi a | •pro: i ma Le l y two 
weeks ago. Mr: . Pll.h sl.it.-d that jt wa ; oi>\ious from the 
sound of this individual's voice (12/10/70) that Ik- was not 
the same person with whom she talked on )2/;./70. She 
confronted this individual with this tact and hr: then admitted 
that he was a different i ml i v i dun J Iron, the one who had 
tallied with her on 12/.‘>/70. The individual calling on 12/1D/70, 
then stated In: name wa: GIL TOSI and c laimed to be a producer 
and film mallei - in Van Nuys, California, area coJe 213, 
to lc phone 783- JOhO. Tu/.l • .luted he v. a : one of three 
individuals that w re *n t ho process o! "doing a startling 
documentary" (apparent !y on the o'-sa:.: i nation of President 
KliNNkDY) and wanted her to eon*- to Lee Angeles, California, 
at their exjx rc.e. The purpose of suc h visit was given as 
an interview with her for h.-r '1'iee lings and thoughts" about 
the assassination. TOLL asked Mrs. HILL to call him and 
give him a decision as to her possibly making a trap to 
California. In this connect ion he stated she should call 
him at the above telephone number and as!; lor "herself" 

(JEAN HILL) and he would then contact her by telephone. 

Mrs. HILL felt this was an unusual way of doing business. 

During the course of conversal ion with TOLl , he 
•indicated that he has lived with on. KilX LAND in the past. 

He also suggested that Mrs. 1III.L contact ore MARY }'KRt!liL_, 
telephone 528-071 G , Dallas, Texas, who reportedly could 
assure Mrs. HILL that it would be all right, for her to 
make such a trip to fxis Angeles, Caliiornia.
